Says the "Sunday School Times" in. speaking of 
Cottimissioner Booth- Tucker's Work for India 



HE CAME of an English family 
with great traditions. His Devon 
forbear sailed with Sir Francis 
Drake, and a long line of Tuckers 
distinguished themselves in array and 
navy. His grandfather was chairman 
of the Court of the Bast India Com- 
pany, an, office of aliiiost regal char- 
acter. Tuckers, were judges .and, ad- 
ministrator.'S and soldiers iix the Brit- 
ish Haj, and \yhen the Mutiny burst 
oil, Hindustan they proved their Eng- 
lish gallantry in many a desperate 
situation. Frederick Booth - Tucker 
entered the Indian service as natur- 
ally as an eaglet takea to the air, 
and before him stretched a rosy vista 
of .rank and honors. and income. 

Then came Moody, holding ineet- 
ings in Islingtoii, and Tucker made 
his surrender to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Active from the Start 

He was lipt content with an in- 
active arid silent Christian, faith. As 
soon as he. was back in liidia hia 
taung&low became a centre for 
prayer-meetings; he held ineetiri|rs at 
crossroads, he preached , to , British 
troops in their caritohrtiehts, he made 
evangelistic tbuf s through the vil- 
lages. 

The authorities were, lU at .eftse 
at ttie hews. They objected to an Bng- 
Hah QfScial in the Civil Service piay- 
liig the role of ihissionary in spare" 
hours. It would, irritate both Hindu 
and Moslem and bring the ruling irace 
into disrepute. While the correspoiid- 
epce was passing between the goyern- 
rngnt in Siiiila and its. preachirig- 
bfflcial, news oariie in the press of 
the rise of a strange new religious 
organization, It vyas called The Sal- 
vation Army. Tucker heard of it and 
madi; a mental note., "Here are the 
people i have beeii seeking," he said to 
himself, and straightway took the P. 
and b, stearher to .Lioiidon. to intjuiire 
iiiore .fully about theni. The upshot 
was that he resigned his post in the 
Civil Service together with all pros- 
pect of . erholuinent and ranged hiih- 
gelf with these humblest of the huih- 
ble. His father iii aiager. tiifisatened 
to cut him off frorn his inheritance. 

His life became, one oif g'reat self- 
abriegation, and when at last he died 
he left less than ?1,600. He signed 
the exacting Salvation Arnjy articles 
pledging , himself to give his whole 
tirhe to The Arihy and to have ho 
Other gainful, occupation unles.? one in 
Which the whole proifit should go to 
The, Arihy. Under these gariie articles 
he had to ag'ree to devote hot less 
than nine hours a day to active Arihy 
service, to obey orders, to have ho 
permanent horiie,, but to accept any 
place assigned to him. 

He was almost foreordained to 
Army work in India. The head- 
quarters staff in London, could give 
him a mere beggarly ,^500 for thig 
advance movement, 

Authbrities Outraged 

He adopted native dress, lived on 
native food, took a native nanje, trav- 
elled as deck passeng-er and in crowd- 
ed third-class compartrhehta. When 
he first Went out his little giroup went 
in the forecastle. At Bombay they 
were met , by , the police at the dock. 
For an Englishman, member of , a 
famous Anglo-Indian f ariiily to travel 
thus and to begin his operations by 
handing out little books in the street 
like a beggar, outraged the' feelings 
oi the Bombay authorities. The party 
was arrested and fined; their goods 
Were seized to pay the fine, but the 
Kindly .superintendent of police 
OQught in the poor possessions for a 
tandred rupees and then presented 
'^nem back to "The Army." 

.Certainly the word "Army" was 
?6yer applied to a more helpless and 
"»*«etvsive little band, 

Ihe eighteenth century Moravians 
Constituted perhaps the most remark- 



able and most self-denying missionary 
group of modern times. They went to 
remote lands and to trying climates, 
but they lived in substantial homes 
and followed a hygienic fashion of 
liife. 

The Salvation ArjSiy OSlcers In 
India were ihore ascetic in their ideal. 
Qod fulflUs hiftiself In many ways, yet 
GQihtaiSsiohet tuckei^ ifelt that the

hi.anher of life he and his followers 
adopted was not so unwholesonie as 
it might at first aeein, "We find we 
can. Work ju.st as hard as oh .Eihgllsh 
food. We have got Officers who have 
lived oh it for years and are enjoy- 
ing even better health than many who 
have eaten EhgUsh food all the tirhe. 
Coriimon haud huts aire rnuch more 
suitable ior our purposes than the 
bungalows in which the EngUsh live. 
The ihehdieant is adinired and even 
worshipped in India, .Hence they do 
not object to the Salvationists beg- 
ging their food." 

Endured Privations 

Tlicker endured all the priyatiohs 
of this stiange life, He wahdered 
from ' village to village, .soinetiniea ' 
alone, sdihetlmes with a companion, 
preaching Christ. For bedding, he 
had sacking, for clbthihg: the turban 
and the. dhoti of the ha,tlve, for pror 
ylsibh the. .bowl with which he. asked 
for iood. .Tlie pair, .were invited in by 
householder? oJ all classes, for they 
were now no longer sahibs but men 
of the people, . Sorhftinies, though 
rarely, the villagers, like those of Sa- 
maria, turned aglhst him and even re- 
fused hirh drinking water. Near one 
sueh inhospitable hamlet he laid him- 
self down to sleep under a tree. The 
natives crept out to examine his feet, 
khowih^ thSLt when, ah EngUshman's 
feet were footsore froni the. hot sands 
no puhishiheht was yfoicse. They were 
touched hy his .cohditioh, gave hiha 
food arid invited him to speait to 
them. A great spiritual awakening 
started from this village and now 
there are ; 25,000 Salvationists in 
Gujerat. "Sp I preached my best ser- 
mon in my .sleep," said the Goinmis- 
isioner qxiaintly. On another occasion 
he stai*ted for Ceylon with money 
enough to pay his fare and np more. 
A fellow Salvationist had a f6w bis- 
cuits. He was a deck passenger. 
The Moslem firemen invited him to 
eat with them, begging him to talk 
with them. For they recognized in 
him a man of God, 

As time went on The Army grew 
in strength. In 1886 forty Officers vol- 
unteered for India, They travelled 
in the Clan Ogilvey (the entire pas- 
senger accommodation having been 
reserved for them), spending their 



time in prayer, Bible and language 
study. The late Chas. T. Studd, an- 
other of Moody's converts, then 
working as missionaty in China, sent 
his check foJ- $20,000, a gift that en- 
abled The Army to putchase its Bora- 
bay headquarters. The Salvationists 
did hot scatter their men but went 
in bands, of forty oi fifty, pifeachihg 
Christ. They refused to affile and 
gave a purely positive testitnohy to 
the Cross. The Comftiissloher and his 
wife went about India conducting 
melds, or congresses, at which any 
number up to 15,000 itiight gatlier, 
the outcasts sitting in the iniddle! 

Father and Mother 

tucker was what the Hindus call 
a Mabap ("father and mother") to 
thousands of Indians. His heart Went 
out to them in their poverty and daily 
struggles. As a prophylactic against 
recurring fariiines he introdiiced ths 
cassava from which tapioca comes. 
It grows where grain will hot grow 
and at half the cost, He did much 
toatlrhiilate siik ciilture. He estab- 
lished village banks to fight usury. 
He organized various colonies and 
agitated for an arbor day in which 
tree-plahtlhg might be general. He 
laboi-ed for the estabUshmeht of hos- 
pitals ahd dispensaries, for an im- 
proved sanitation, for the sinking of 
wells. He took up the caUse of the 
poor whites, Of India, of stranded sea- 
men and soldiers, opening homes for 
theth and reforming many. 

His special interest in these social 
lines was the reforrhation of the 
"Crims." India Is ovei-ruh with roving 
crirhihal tvibss whose guerilla pillag- 
ing baffles the efforts of 150,000 police 
and the 700,000 village watchmen. 
These. people rheet power with cun- 
ning. They utilize Ois railway in their 
raids, tha post office for transmitting ■ 
their loot. Locating theniselves on 
the boundaries of diiffereht states and 
provinces they pass rapidly from one 
to another, discomfiting the authori- 
ties. They have chains of coimectihg 
posts from the Himalayas to Gape 
Gomorih, Their secret wayside inarks 
give them an almost free-masonic aid 
in, their operations. Among these 
tribes are thugs and dacoits who 
specialize in bloodshed; also quaint 
groups such as the Yrlcols who are 
adepts in slitting {he eats of sleep- 
ing women in order to steal their 
heavy, „gold, jewel-studded eai^ririgs. 
They use blades so fine and sharp 
that they can slit the cat's without 
waking the women. 
,.. The .g'overhmeht of India asked 
The Salvation Arihy to uhdertake the 
reformation of certain of these tribes. 
They bsgan with the Doms of Gor- 
ukhpur, violent, licentious people, and 
inveterate gamblers. At thp head of 
the Dom settlement was placed' a 
devoted European Salvationist Officer 
and wii'e, with an assistiiig Corps of 
carefully picked hatiVc; Officers. The 
Doins were housed, fed, and put to 
work at weaving, farming, forestry. 

A Successful Pro,ject 

Each evening they had to answer 
their names at the roll call and if not 
present were searched after until 
found. Then came a Salvationist 
meeting with much music. The peo- 
ple had to keep themselves clean. The 
reports o'f this wonderful place spread 
among the Doins and more applica- 
tions for admission were made than 
could be complied with. "If you can- 
not take us in, at least let us live 
under the shadow of your power," 
pleaded those shut out. High officials, 
commissioners, inspectors, ahd super- 
intendents of police visited the place 
and jharvelled at the trahsfotmation 
of the Doms. 

Prom Gorukhpur the work spread. 
By 1916 there weire six purely agri- 
cultural settlements in operation with 
tracts of land amounting to 6,800 
acres. There were sixteen other set- 





tlethentg where ag- 
riculture ahd indus- 
try were cothbined and 
twelve purely industrial 
settlemehts Including chll- 
direfa's hotties; aiso homes 
for released prisoners, for 
criminal boys, and for the 
chiidreh of the cirimihal 
tribes. , . 

It would be hard to find 
a man better furhished to 
give advice regarding the 
general situation in India 
than Booth-Tucker was. 
He knew the British gov- 
ernment in India and con- 
.sidered.lt "the best gov- 
erhhieiit in the. world." He 
knew the Indian people 
ahd loved them. He colild 
say of them; "A more 
beautiful set of people 1 
have, hot tnet in the 
world"; and one of the 
most delightful pictures 
of hitti is that of his open- 
ing his car window when 
hia train stopped at sta- 
tions to chat in the proper 
vernacular to any Indians 
who happened to gather 
near him, He foresaw tlie 
present upheaval in India 
ahd warned the govern- 
ment to take measures in time to pac- 
ify and satisfy the great masses. In 
19i9 he was asked by the gdverhinettt 
to give testimony before a goverh- 
meht comnaisslon. His suggestions 
were poles away from the reVolutiohT 
ary and doctrainaire proceeding'^ of 
Gandhi and the Babops. He pleaded 
the cause of the Villagers and of the 
depressed classes ( "the sheet anchoi-," 
as he said, "of the British govern- 
ment"). 

He urged bettfir and more wells in 
the villages, afforestation with qviick 
growing trees to supply fuel and thijs 
prevent the burning of cow dung, so 
needed for fertilizer. He urged that 
the villages be supplied with simple 
medicines, that a village newspaper 
like Arthiir Mee's Childrett's Npius- 
paper be started to give the masses 
honest ihforinatlon free from the dis- 
integrating and disloyal propaganda, 

Wise Suggestions 

He recognized .the evil that the de- 
struction of . village industries had 
brought to India and uirged that Ifldla 
be made the great silk-producihg 
cQuhti-y of the world. . He also insist, 
ed that the British officials ought to 
Isarh to speak in public in order to 
exert a quieting influence on the peo- 
ple. He would have them meet in 
friendly conference for the discus- 
sion of grievances and remedies. His 
were the wise suggestions of the ex- 
perienced pro-consul that he was by 
family inheritance, touched with: the 
friendliness and practicality that long 
years of association with the masses 
added thereto, 

How curious a thing fashion is— 
not the least, fashion in Ametiea, The 
dog barking oh a lonely farm thinks 
he is barking of his own volition. 
Really he is barking because a dis- 
tant dbg is also barking. So when a 
well-known religious paper' which has 
fairly earned the title of "The Weekly' 
Gandhi" given it, rings the praises of 
its hero, hundreds of small-town pul- 
pits re-echo them. These pulpits and 
this jjaper would think it beneath 
them to mention Booth Tucker at 
length, yet how much greater a Mah- 
atma was Tucker than Gandhi, great- 
er in his self-reh.unciations, ,Sn his 
nearness to Gbd, in his usefulije,ss to 
man. Why is' this ? It is solely be-

In February of last year they again 
sent a bearer to me and this time he 
brought $10 to cover my express to 
bis towti to see the Chief. Just at 
that time something happened which 
made It impossible for me to carry 
out my plahs, and so 1 sent Captain 
Mensah. 

When the Captain returned he was 
full of enthusiasm and overjoyed at 
'She opportunity before The Army In 
thlp part of the country, pleading to 
be allowed to return at once. This 
beJhg impossible, I agreed that he 
should visit the people from time to 
fime and thus keep The Army be- 
fore them atid keep In touch with 
them. 

All Pressed 

But still the people pressed, and 
the Captain pressed, and at last, Cap- 
tain and Mra. Meiiaah Were appoint- 
ed to Togoland. Since thed, many 
letters have reached me pleading with 
me to visit the counti-y myself and 
during tbe nast weeks I have been 
able to do so. 

After croaateg the great iVolta 
River the journey is over bush-land. 
Later ofle passes the Adam and Eve 




ACTING upon iastructions I re- 
cently proceeded to Manchuria. 
li the absence of the Adjutant 
on relief work at HsinghUB, Mrs. 
A<3JUtaot Waller, of Mukclon, wi?ed 
to the Commiagioner asking for relief 
for distressed Chinese In thW city. 
Three train-loads of pitiable refugees 
Were passed on the way north, These 
flhbwed signs of much privation and 
misery, women, as well as children, 
were huddled together in open trucks 
•without necessary convehletices, and 
all were aufterlng from hunger and 
thirst. 

Arriving at Mukdew I discovered 
Mrs, Adjutaat Waljej" busily engaged 
in <3istrlbuting relief tickets. A com- 
trtUtee had been formed in the city 
aud Mrs, Waller, being a member, ac- 
c6;pted the responsibility of getting 
food tickets into the hands of the ex- 
tremely poor in the vicinity of The 
Salvatlojj Arwy, HftU- The day after 
toy arrival the distribution com- 
aienoed, and for flve days 8,000 came 
dally to The Army Hall for help. 

Anticipating excitement and clam- 
oring, w}r«!d-ln avenues were arrange 
ed outside the Hall. These served the 
double purpose of regulating the 
crowd and enabling us to cany out 
the distribution with system and 
order. Many joined in to help In this 
work. Investigation in the homes 
of the people quickly made us decide 
that it was very necessary to ar- 
range out best eyetefli 6f relief, ttiinjU' 

ly, a porridge kltclien. There were 
many difficulties In setting up one

of these, for grain Was not b4lng sold, 
and shops were closed where we need- 
ed to buy other necessary things, ; and 
worst of an, a suitable property could 
not be located for our requirements. 
However, these difficulties were soon 
D^'crconle. A nearby temple had a 
g-rca'; building, and the gentleman In 
charge khjdly loaned this to us. 
. It was soen noised abroad that a 
kitchen was to be opened With hot 
porridge served daily. Soon sixteen 
Scraps of paper soliciting aid were 
handed in at The Salvation Army Hall 
door. The homes of those Who had 
appealed were investigated, and our 
hearts were moved to sympathy when 
we discovered so many souls In dire 
distress. 

We were very Interested in the 
class who said that they were small 
bustnega men, and depended on mak- 
ing enough eaoh day to feed them- 
selves and keep a home together, 
such as a man who sells a few vege^ 
tables, sweets, nuts, etc, Money was 
not being circulated, consequently the 
poor street vendors suffered badly. 

There were also factory hands and 
tradesmen, suddenly thrown out of 
work, and not prepared for it; also 
coolies who do all manner of manual 
labor. The men suffered, but prob- 
ably their wives and children were 
worse oft. 

With en'-liusiasra and sympathy 
Mrs. Adjutant Waller and Eijslgn 
Wang Wen Chung have given of 
themselves to this work, and are now 



Mission, an African society that be- 
lieves God's children should wear no 
clothes. It is quite a large mission 
and has a good following all over 
the Gold Coast. On you press to 
Hoehoe, which is just nineteen miles 
from the William Booth Settlement. 

Sueh a Welcome! 

On the arrival of Mrs. Ashby and 
myself we had such a welcome! 
Somehow our letter giving the date 
of our visit had uot reached the Set- 
tlement, and the Captain was sitting 
with a number of hoys talking to 
them when all of a sudden one of 
their number (who had been our 
house boy in Accra) gave a cry. 
"Captain,'^' he cried. "1 hear the horn 
of Adjutant's car," and he dashed 
out of the house, and behind him 
all the boys and the Captain. By tbe 
time we reached the Settlement a 
great crowd had gathered to give us 
this great welcome. It was wonder- 
ful! 

Soon food was prepared and camp 
beds put up and we were fast asleep, 
for it had been a tiring trek. But we 
Were wakened early In the morning, 
before the sun was up, by the dear 
comrades singing Army songs the 
Captain had taught them. Then their 
Brass Band appeared and also play- 
ed Army songs! 

Then tho goug, gong of the Chief 
was heard, and we quickly dressed 
In African fashion, as is our custom 
when fio have to meet a Chief and 
his train. What a welcome it was,' 
and how happy they were to see Th'^ 
Army white lady and man who had 
come to visit them. They danced the 
"Hunters' Dance" — a custom In 
vogue in this part When a European 
visits the place. . 

After the welcome was over, we 
went to see the land that had been 
given to The Army by the Chief and 
his elders. Already three houses stand 
on it, and Captain and Mrs. Mensah 
have done well in converting one into 
a very fine temporary hall during the 
building of a large permanent build- 
ing. A largely-attended feand of 
Love Is in progress In the Settlement. 

The streets of the town are to be 
changed and will all be called after 
some leading Officer of The Salva- 
tion Army, The Chief Is very anxious 
that hie town shall be a real Army 
town and that God shall have His 
own way With the people. Because 
of the Chief's desire that the town 
should be a "real Army" town, I 
dedicated the lands and houses "The 
William Booth Settlement." 

A Strange Story 

A strange story is told of a great 
Juju at this place, it was built of 
stone and had a fine roof over it, 
and had been the god of these people 
for many years -hundreds of years, it 
is said. When The Army started ^op- 
erations hej*e and the Captain preach- 
ed against the jUJU, the people feared 
very much and wondered who would 
be bravo enough to break this stone 
god down. Whilst plans were still 
being laid by the Captain for a spec- 
ial service when the god would be 
broken down, a terrible storm came. 
Many houses were knocked down, and 
when the people walked down their 
main street the next morning they 
found that the juju had also been 
smashed by the storm and his house 



OPENING OF BAHAMAS

hamas. There is a fine opportunity 
on these British Islands.

Ha feels its 
purpose la to shoot , something or 
aomeone. When the effect of the 
shooting Is analyzed with him he sees 
tha,t is hot the reason he likes his 
gun. The' conversation, continues: 

"Then why do you like your gun?" 

"Oh, to shoot rabbits." 

"Is it because you don't like furry 
little bunnies that you want to ,^hoot 
them?" . 

"I like them." 

■''Theu why do you want to shoot 
them?" 

"I don't believe I do." 

THOSE OLD SHEETS 

There is Still a Use for Them 

Sheets which are past cutting in 
half and seaming up tlie centre (the 
time-honored way of prolonging their 
lives) may still be put to several uses. 
The best parts can be cut: to fit the 
ironing board, with enough left to lap 
underneath, and be tied with tapes. 
They may be made into pillow-cases 
for obildren, or Into inner cases for 
pillows. . \ 

They may be hemmed by machine 
and used as glass cloths if they are 
of fine linen., Cotton is too fluffy to 
use this way. ■ 

ThGy may be cut into convenient 
sizes, hemmed by machine, and used 
as packing cloths, or to coyer shelves 
filled with things one wlsties to pre- 
serve from dust. 

Ajid, lastly, they can always be sent 
to the local hospital, which never 
fails to find many uses for old linen. 



Talks of this kind would aoou show 
a child how unsatisfactory guns are. 
Far better would it be, however, to 
give the child the right idea of weap- 
ons at the very start rather than to 
have to correct wrong Impressions 
afterwards. 

Then, too, in this age of "gunmen" 
should not parents be doubly cautious 
about placing toy weapons in their 
children's hands and allowing tUem to 
play shooting and killing? As we 
have said, the toy suggests shooting 
and killing, and of course it should 
be the aim of every parent to keep 
the child's thought free from all sug- 
gestions that may lead In the future 
to serious wrong-doing. 

We read dally in the newspapers 
about someone who picked up a gull 
in a fit of temper and shot and killed. 
Would this have been possible if the 
weapon had not been handy? People 
with no idsa of killing anyUiing have 
no weapons around. 

Fathers and mothers sometimes 
think that the practice of shooting 
birds and other animals is not barm- 
ful to their children but this may 
lead to something worse. Children's 
interests should be aroused in all liv- 
ing creatures to the extent that they 
want to protect rather than to kill 
them. Worthwhile animal books will 
help with this problem. 

Parents shoutd understand that the 
gun appeals usually because it gives 
its possessor a feeling of .power and 
it suggests activities that try the 
child's skill. Substitution is the most 
effective method of counteracting: the 
desire to shoot. PatiEnce ia needed. A 
boy eager for a rillc should not be ex- 
pected to show enthusiasm when told 
that our greatest hunters are those 
who hunt with a camera and not with 
a gun. But he may agree in time if 
.his wish is denied sympathetically as 
well as firmly and if he is supplied 
with a good camera and taught how to

Sublime song- 
prayera, were from the opening mo- 
ment, strong in uplifting power, the 
new booklet, prepared for just such 
service, rendering effective aid. 

"Make this house Tliy home," ran 
one such, which Colonel Dalzlel chose. 
When the Chief Secretaiy came to 
the line: "Come as the dove and 
spread Thy wings, the wings of 
peaceful love," he was obliged to com- 
ment: "There's a prayer for this very 
hour!" The audience, thinking of the 
far Eastern conflict, heartily endors- 
ed his words, and aang the prayer 
with even more powerful effect there- 
after. 

No Lack of Suppliants 

A responsive Bible-reading, and a 
brief address by the Commissioner, 
in explanation of these meetings, 
prefaced the announcement that the 
opporttmity had now come for open 
prayer. There was no lack of sup- 
pliants, and the petitions ranged far 
and wide over the field of necessity. 

Choosing a passage from the pro- 
phecy of Hosea.the Commi.'saiouer em- 
phasized the words: "It is time to 
seek the Lord." It was time to pray 
for our Corps, for the churches, for 
work and workers in missionary 
lands, for backsliders, for greater 
faith, for the sanctification of all 
God's people. So much needed to be 
done, by individual effort, so much of 
seeking and examining of personal 



necessity that every opportunity for 
prayer should be utilized. In think- 
ing of the vast need abroad he urged 
his hearers to recognize that Chris- 
tianity was greater than patriotism 
— we must think of and pray for 
others, the world around. 

Yearning pulsed through many 
prayers thereafter. "Lord fill my crav- 
ing heart," urged one. "Except I am 
filled with compassion how dwelleth 
Thy Spirit in me?" asked another, 
which sliow.s how (he language of our 
sougs helps to formulate our other- 
wise inarticulate aspirations. "This is 
gloriously possible," said one, "Lord 
I believe," while another begged, 
"Manifest TJiy power." There was 
much liberty, tlie outpourings of 
seeking souls being free and frequent. 

Occasion for Thanksgiving 

Judging by the Commissioner's 
brief account of surrender's made at 
the Mercy-seat during the previous 
day, there was every occasion for 
thanksgiving. "Go on to bless our 
Corps," cried a voice hoarse with 
urgent desire. "Bless our converts!" 
. . . "Bless our Captain!" . . . "Bless 
Swansea!" ... "Bless the thirty-odd 
who knelt at the Cross at Riverdale 
yestei'day!" And so they continued 
until, by the Commissioner's request, 
Mrs. Colonel Dalziel pronounced the 
Benediction on the first of what 
proniises t o be a series of heart- 
lifting- prayer-gatherings.

Prayer-Meeting Appeal Rings Through the Air Ijito Thousands of Homes 



ANEW experience of Army 
prayer-meeting.? came to me on 
Sunday night (says the British 
"War Cry" correspondent, referring 
to The Army's broadcast service).

We had climbed up the steep, stony 
streets until the lights of the valley 
twinkled far below, as though a fleet 
was at anchor there.

bright daughters, happy Salvation- 
ists, who had never before heard the 
(General's voice "on the air." 

We all joined in the Founder's 
song, the clear treble and rich alto 
of Wales blending with London's 
voices, and we especially enjoyed the 
lilting chorus: 

The heavenly gales are blowing; 

Hallelujah, praise the Lord!

First Contacts 

First contacts are usually vivid 
ones.

One night, In the 
little town of Alviston, he was sing- 
ing with his cronies in the bar of the 
long frame hotel. ''The Three Leaves 
of Shamrock" were falling from his 
lips in drimken jollity when a strang- 
er, white-haired and elderly, entered 



the bar. He was a late arrival, hav- 
ing come in on the midnight train. 
It was the day of train-riding travel- 
ling salesmen. 

For a moment the stranger paused, 
as he heard the song, then walking 
directly to young Coy, he put his 
hand on his shoulder and said quietly : 
"My boy, you ought to be in some 
other place." 

The young man swung upon him 
with a drunken leer, and was about 
to curse him as an unde- 
sJred meddler, when it 
seemed as though his 
speech had become 
strangled. Not a word 
could he utter. He got 
up to leave the bar, his 
mind filled with incoher- 
ent sensations. The hotel 
keeper, cunningly sens- 
ing the situation, slipped 
a flask of whisky into 
his hand — but he could 
not drink it.

Why the Top Note was Wrong 

By an Observer at a Songster Festival 

W 



HILST attending a Songster 
Festival, certain features im- 
pressed me as capable of 
much improvement. 
■ The first small matter, perhaps,, 
was the expression on the faces of 
some of the Songsters. It was any- 
thing but attractive; certainly no one 
would have charged them with hav- 
ing their heart in their business! The 
task in hand seemed boresome to 
inem, and this impression detracted 
from the effort of the whole Brigade. 

A nice compliment was paid to 
some Army singers a short time ago 
by a chairman, who said that what 
impressed him about the singing was 
the fact that "they enjoyed it them- 
selves." 

Another fault noted was the poise 
of the head when singing. The major- 



may not always be the fault of 
the singers. For example, it is 
a mistake for a Songster- 
Leader, in an effort to appear 
in the first rank of leaders, to 
choose songs, the compass of which 
is too extended for the singers 
under him, in so doing he defeats 
his own object. Better a simple song 
well sung than a more ambitious one 
only moderately rendered, 

Nor is it good taste to ask for the 
forbearance of the audience for a 
song you are about to sing because 
"you have only had one practice." 
Either sing it and risk the conse- 
quences, or leave it until you know it 
better; the audience are not there to 
be practised on.

sible chance for any volume to come 
forth. 

Right attitude enables a singer 
when a good fortissimo top note is to 
be sung, not to stand with head 
on chest and pipe out a tliin, squeaky 
sound, but with head thrown well 
back and shoulders squared to se- 
cure a good rmging tone, with some 
life and spirit in it. 

This suggests another point notic- 
ed-— faulty breatliing. The Songsters 
would have sung better if they had 
breathed deeply, it may be common 
knowledge, but it Is not common prac- 
tice, that breathing with the top of 
the chest on the collar-bone is not 
enough; more it js entirely wrong. 
Breathing should affect the dia- 
phragm, which is set at the broadest 
part of the chest just above the 
stomach; the lungs must be allowed 
to expand freely. If you lie down and 
note your breathing, you v/ill get the 
correct idea. 

Deep breathing also assists a 
singer to phrase better, to procure a 
more constant flow of the music, and 
better sustain the continuity of 
thought in the words.

A NOTE OF MAGIC 




THE note of magic atnick In the 
K.^odu,"! narrative on the occa- 
sion of Moses' appearance be- 
fore Pharaoh, i.^ eBpeclally true to the 
time. The Egyptians had alwny.s a 
craze for magic and for tales of the 
magicians, and no period has so many 
of these tales told abol^t it as the pe- 
riod of Ramses. We toow that the 
Oppressor's favorite son, IChaemuaa, 
who died without coming to the 
throne, was reckoned the wisest of 
Egyptian magicians, and was fabled 
to have found his magic anroU, as 
William of Deloraine. found Michael 
Scott's hook, in the tomto of a wizard 
prince of by-gone days. So that IE 
AToses and his brother gave a sign, 
there would bo no lack of magicians 
in the Egyptian Court to take up the 
challenge and maintain the credit of 
Egyptian art magic against the in- 
truders. 

Of the lot of the middle and lower 
classes at the time of the Exodus, 
we Imow less, in detail, but enough 
to let us realize that the splendor of 
the Court was no index to the pros- 
perity of the nation. We know for 
instance that the poorer classe-s tn 
the cities of ancient Egypt were hud- 
dled together under conditions yet 
more miserable than those which dis- 
grace our civilization to-day. And we 
Imow that the old question of riches 
and poverty, capital and labor was as 
acute then as now. 

Somewhat later in the Ramesslde 
period, we have the record of a strike 
of the masons in the Theban necrop- 
olis, not for a rise of wages, but for 
the very laufBcient reason that they 
had received no wages at all, and not 
even the rations of com and oil which 
were part of their pay, The tax- 
gatherer and his police vvdth their 
harsh method.f) of exacting payment 
from the toiling fellah (peasant) were 
the basis of the luxury and splendor 
of the upper classes; and they figure 
in rnany a picture of the time, Uietr 
cruel tyranny helping us to realise - 
all the more vividly the picture pre- 
sented to us in Exodu.s of the misery 
of the Lsraelites. 

Such then was the Egypt of the 
time when Moses led forth the Chil- 
dren of Israel — a land of old- renown, 
whose noon was now past, and whose 
glories were already beginning to 
wane.

"EIGHT BITS" 



Threads of World Events Passed 
Through "Tlie War Cry" Loom 

PROMPTLY oil schedule time, 
said a neivspape?- rBport from 
London, England, recently, the 
giant Imiierial Airways liner "He- 
lena^' took off from , OroydoU' Mr- 
drome on January 20th, inaugurating 
a iveekly airmail service to Oape 
Toimi, another great step in the pror 
gress of the Imperial Airivays net- 
work. 

In addition to three distinguished 
passengers, the plane carried 20,000 
letters, and 150 pai-cels- — including a 
large box of eggs. 

The London-Oape Town line follows 
established routes as far as Egypt 
and then ' plunges south down the 
"dark continent," travelling a route 
worked out first by machines of the 
Boyal ylir Force, lohich did the 
pioneer work only a few years ago. 

hi addition to this, there conies 
from Europe predictions that very 
shortly the feat of "Heleiia" will be 
outclassed by stratosphere planes, 
xohich, climbing to a hithei'to inaoces- 
sible height, will be able to achieve 
speeds of from three to five hundred 
miles poi' hour, largely due to de- 
creased air resistance in the upper 
stratas of the eaTi:h's envelope of 
atmosphere. 

Man's' desire to fly is age-old.' It 
was Omd who passed on to us the 
Greek legend of Deadalus; and Autus 
Q-ellius, in his Attic Nights, tells of 
the equally legendary woodeU dove 
invented by the Oreek mathematician 
Ardhytas.

THE piece of eight, the Spanish 
peso, became the central unit 
in the new currency. But it was 
called neither a peso nor a piece of 
eight. Recourse wa.s had to the old 
English word that had come circuit- 
oiisly out of a little Bohemian com- 
munity. It was called a "dollar." 

The dollar is a piece of eight. In 
Spanish this signlflea. eight reales. In 
English it is spoke of as eight "hits." 
A bit is twelve and a half cents. In 
the South and West it is still cus- 
tomary to say "two bits" and "six 
bits." So does the division of the 
pieces of eight of piratic days on the 
Spanish Main still survive. 

One other great -monetary evo- 
lution, probably the most stupendous 
in its immediate results of any since 
the Lydians stamped their first coins, 
has baen the recent world dominance 
of gold and its displacement of silver 
as the international standard of value. 

Silver reigned as the money metal 
for two hundred years before Caesar 
until the latter half of the nineteenth 
century. ' 

Gold ha'd, of course, always existed 
in the background, and had from very 
ancient times been accepted as a uni- 
versal symbol of the highest value. 
For purposes of comparison, it was 
employed by the Psalmist as a stand- 
ard of supreme worldly worth when 
he sang .thus' of the judgments" Of the 
Lord: "More to be desired are they 
than gold, yea, than much fine gold," 
and again : "I love Thy cdminarid- 
m^hts above gold, yea, above fine 
gold." 

Croesus, the last king of Lydia, 
reckoned in his day the wealthiest 
potentate in the world, counted his 




treasure chiefly in gold, taken in part 
from the ore-bearing sands of the 
River Pactolus. This stream, accord- 
ing to legend, had derived its auri- 
ferous nature from the fact that the 
Phrygian King Midas had rid him§elf 
of the curse of the gold touch by 
bathing in its waters. 

And Darius the Great, tliat many- 
sided eastern monarch, who reigned 
fi-om 521 to 485 B.C., takes credit for 
fixing the coinage in his dorhihions 
and for introducing the gold coinage 
known as the Daric, derived frorh. a 
Persian word meaning gold. 

But the use of gold in the marts of 
trade had been the exception. Silver 
had done the money work of the 
world. It had held its place because 
it had been the fittest competitor 
through all the centuries since it had 
displaced copper. 

As the transactions of business 
grew larger, however, silver, with its 
comparatively low value, became 
troublesomely bulky as the agent 
through which trade was to be car- 
ried on. ! 

Gold presented itself as a substi- 
tute. But it likewise had a serious 
defect — there was not enough of 
it. 



WORLD'S BEST CYMBALS 

Ai'R Made in Turkey 

THE best cymbals — those used by 
all big bands and orchestras — are 
made In Turkey. They are the pro- 
duct of one firm — named Zildjian^ 
who have an unbroken history as 
cymbal-makers going back thiree hun- 
dred years. There is a .'?eoret process 
which gives these instruments their 
wonderful tone, and while Western 
instrument-makers know the exact 
alloy used, they cannot produce that 
rich, sonorous note.

TELESCOPES OF 

THE FUTURl 

The Outposts of the Skies 

IN THE examination of the spiral 
nebulae of the shy and in the 
photography of the planets of the 
solar system, astronomy may be 
helped in the next generation by far 
more powerful telescopes. 

Professor G. W. Rltcliey, of Pasa- 
dena Observatory i who is now work- 
ing in Paris arid is one of the auth- 
orities on the constructiori and moun- 
iiig of giant telescopes, believes that 
it may ht^come possible to construct 
a reflectmg telescope fifty feet in 
diameter 

Telescopes aie of two kinds, those 
that gather up the light like tlie 
lenses of ^ipectacles, and those which 
collect It hkp concave reflectors. 

The largest lens telescope is that of 
Yerkes Observatory, which has an 
object-glass forty inches in diameter; 
tins IS as large a glass lens as it has 
been found possible to cast and polish. 

The diflSculties of casting a glass 
disc of which only one siirface needs 
to he ground and polished are nearly 
as great, but the Mount Wilson Ob- 
servatory has one which is one hun- 
dred mches across The surface is sil- 
vered, and the telescope is a reflector. 
It is with this giaiit reflector that; 
some of the most striking nebulae 
and star clusters have been discover- 
ed in the last twelve years. 

This 100-inph leflector weighs over 
four tons, and seemed the limit of size 
that was practicable,. But Profesisor 
Ritchpy declares that it will be' pos- 
sible to build up a feflectiiig surface 
with complete accuracy by, employ- 
ing curved sections of thin glass 
plates and joining and amiea,ling 
them In this way a refl.ec.tiag sur- 
face nearly forty times as great aa 
any knoAvn might be made. It would 
gather m wore light in proportion 
and be almost as much bettet than 
the existing great telescopes as they 
are better than opera-glaisses. 

Such giant reflectors would only be 
used on mountain observatories, and 
their purpose would be to photograph 
the more distant, recesses of the 
tjniver,se

thai very' light gas, hydrogen, by 
Cavendi'ih, in 1766 — he called it "in- 
flaynmMle air" — that man's first 
Conquest of the air was made pos- 
sible, however. To a Scotsman- falls 
the honor of first conceiving the. idea 
that a light envelope, containing this 
gas, would, rise of itself. He was Pro-' 
fessor Black, of Edinburgh, oncT 
though he made no practical use of 
this principle, it was followed by his 
successors.

The Wright Brothers of America 
trroduped the first plane to make 
actual flight fr'om the ground under 
its own viechanical power. This took 
place on Deceinber 17th, I'SOS, and 
one passenger roas carried. Since that 
day progress has been fapid. The war 
gave- a tremendous impetus to avia- 
tion, and in the years since the war 
, the commercial value of tJie plane lifts 
been realized, Europe and. America 
are ribbed, by air routes. In Norl^hern. 
Oanada history is being writtmi by 
the, aeroplane, which Is rapidly push- 
ifigback the "linknown" far beyond 
the Arctic Circle, — THE TENTER.

Author of "God in the Slums" 

How ttie Holy Spirit is Leading the Writer of a "Best Seller" Into 

Paths of Service 

THE first time I entered a Sal- 
vation Army Hall was thirty- 
one years ago on the twentieth 
of this month (said Mr. Hugh Red- 
wood, author of "God in the Slums," 
speaking at the Croydon North End 
Brotherhood recently).

ALL IN THE DAY'S WORK: 



THE Montreal Industrial Depart- 
ment has to deal with all sorts 
of people and the Social Work- 
ers have to be men who can read 
men. Sometimes they are deceived 
and Imposed upon, but generally they 
are able to distinguish between the 
jpenuine article and the spurious. 

A Social Worker, for instance, was 
•deceived recently by a man who came 
one morning to the Industrial Stores, 
ahlvering with the cold and with only 
a, thin coat. He was given an over- 
coat, without any mention of his 
rawing wood, as it was felt that he 
was suffering and in no condition tc 
Work. He immediately took this coat 
out and sold it. 

Heart-Brealdng Stories 

But against this exceptional case, 
place i;he one Of the man to whom 
clothing was giver while he was ill, 
and who, when he recovered, pre- 
sented himself at The Army's door 
offering to work for the clothing 
given him. 

Sometimes one comes across cases 
that make the heart bleed. Here is 
just one: A poor man came during 
the first cold days of this season and 
poured out a tale of woe which was 
almost unbelievable. An Officer was 
sent to investigate. Herfound the'old 
mother too feeble to do much,' and 
the husband a cripple. The son, who 
had appealed for help, used to take 
his father out of bed in the morning 
and put him iii a chair, while he 
went out to look for work. When he 
returned in the evening, he would 
put him back into bed, In this home 
there was no fuel or food, and scarce- 
ly enough bed clothes to cover one 
person. Needless tosay, The Aiiny 
supplied that heed in a very practi- 
cal way. 

The Enquiry and Police X'ourt De- 
partment has handled many interest-

ing cases, some of them of a very 
peculiar character. Recently A. B — 
was arrested for non-support. He had 
found it hard to get work and his 
wife was persuaded to return with 
her child to her native land, Den- 
mark, until her husband got Into a 
position, which he now has. The 
judg'e at the court has turned this 
case over entirely into our hands, and 
We are hoping for them to be re- 
united in the near future. 

H, B. B — was paroled from On- 
tario, and did not feel he could go 
back to old friends in Montreal after 
being in a jail farm, The Army 
imdertook to, report to the authori- 
ties for him and advised him regard- 
ing his future. A man of brilliant 
intellect, he secured a good position, 
and writes us regularly, always ex- 
pressing gratitude for The Army's 
helping hand when there was no other 
friend he could appeal to, 

Missing 

J B, B^ was missing. His wife, 
in Blngland, had heard that he was 
singing in a local choir, and wrote to 
a society in this city, which, however, 
could do nothing to help her. The 
letter was passed over to The Salva- 
tion Array,^ and after considerable 
enquiries, tlie man was located, and 
arrangements made for him to make 
regular payments to his wife and 
family in the Old Land. 

Tbe mother of B, J— wrote The 
Army in Montreal from the Old 
Country concerning her lad of whom 
she had lost trace. ^ We traced him to 
Alberta, where our Officers had been 
vi.9iting him in the local jail. Informa- 
tion was sent to the parents in thfe 
old home that we would foUpw the 
boy up and help him in every way 
possible. This is being done, and the 
mother has expressed her deep grati- 
tude.'"; 



and given his heart to God. "And 
there is the young man," he continu- 
ed, pointing to me, "and 1 want him 
to come up here and tell the story 
himself." 

I gave my testimony, two weeks 
later wore a red guernsey, and for 
six months seriously considered leav- 
ing my journalistic career and becom- 
ing an Army Officer.

Hefe is what happens after 
a needy man arrives at The Army's 
doors: 

First he is given a chance to have 
a wash. Soap and hot water are 
available in abundance. After he has 
cleaned himself up, he goes to the 
dining-room. There he is confronted 
with a good square meal. No matter 
how hungry a rnan is, he is given 
all he cares to eat. 'The menu in- 
cludes beef stew, bacon, beans, pota- 
toes, bread, butter, and tea. 

After dinner the guests are given 
two opportimities. One is to sit down 
and have a read, and the other is to 
write a letter home. Writing paper, 
pen, ink and stamps are provided. 
Commandant Davies has a winning 
way with him. The result is that 
most of the men get in touch with 
home. 

At half past seven an evening ser- 
vice starts in The Army Hall and a 
good many of the men remain for 
that. ■ 

In order to guard, against abuse of 
the free meals, a register is kept and 
all applicants are requested to sign 
their name and address. While a few 
of the men are from the West and 
Ontario and Quebec, the greater num- 
ber are Nova Scotians, mostly from 
Cape Breton and the Eastern Shore. 
' Visitors to The Army have been 
profoundly impressed with the zest 
put into this work by Commandant 
arid Mrs. Davis- They do the work 
themselves and in their own .words:

"Once upon a time I was so self- 
conscious that I would walk a mile 
out of my way rather than ask a 
direction from a policeman ! N.ow I 
find myself trusting to Jesus for 
power to speak in the Albert Hall, I 
am to conduct a Slum service in the 
Glasgow Cathedral next October, too! 
How wonderful it is! 

"Lots of people want to know if I 
am going to write another book. I 
want to do it, but the problem is, one 
of time, I have no free date now 
before the end of next March, and 
then 7 expect to be hooked for o, 
Dpeakivr/ tour in the United States."
